- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordafion of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comnnents: One of the main points discussed was the interpretation of the tenms 
rule and rule operation. Examiner indicated that first rule, second rule, and rule operation may be interpreted broadly. 
Applicant pointed out that rule operations are part of the rules and first and second rules are separately distinct rules as 
shown in figure 5 (Applicant's disclosure). The other main points discussed between the Examiner and Applicant's 
Representative were more directed to whether combining claims 63 and 65 would make claim 63 more allowable. 
Examiner pointed out that by combining claims 63 and 65 the scope of the combined claims will be similar to claims 77 
and 81 and may raise a new matter situation since claims 77 and 81 raise the issue of new matter. Evidence of 
support of the claims in Applicant's disclosure will be provided by Applicant in the After Final Reply for further 
consideration by Examiner. No agreement was reached. 
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
